"ivcu no quarters. 
Otherwise the rules of civilized warfare will be strictly adhered to.

WASHINGTON, Juno 11.—The Navy department has posted

"I'nited States llogship, New York, off Santiago, Juno 3.—Per-

As stated in special telegram, before coming here, I do- 


culi d to make the harbor entrance secure against the possibility of 


tlu ogioss of the Spanish ships by obstructing the narrow part of the 


entuiuco by sinking a collier at that point. Upon calling upon Lieut. 


Holison for his professional opinion as to a sure method of sinking 


tki ship, ho manifested the most lively interest in thu problem. After 


itwal days of consideration ho presented a solution which he con- 


bidiled would insure tho immediate sinking of the ship when she 


tudu d the desired point in tho channel. This plan we prepared for 


notutiou when we reached Santiago. 
The plan was for seven men, 


anil Lieut. Hobson begged ^that the undertaking might be entrusted 


to him The anchor chains were arranged on deck for both anchors, for- 


ward and aft, tho plan including the anchoring of tho ship automatic- 


ally. As soon as 1 reached Santiago (ind had a collier to work upon, 


the details were completed and diligently prosecuted, hoping to com- 


plete them in one day, as tho moon and tide served best 011 the first 


night after their nirival. 
Notwithstanding that the hour o£ four 


o'clock in the morning had ariived and the pieparations wore 


scarcely oompleted, after a careful inspection of the final prepara- 


tions, I was forced to relinquish the plan for that morning as dawn 


was breaking. 
Hobson begged to try it at all hazards. This morn- 


ing proved moro propititous. 
Nothing could have been more gal- 


lantly executed. We waited impatiently after the firing by the 


Spaniards had ceased. When they did not reappear from the har- 


bor at six o'clock it was fearod that they had all perished. The steam 


launch which had been sent in charge of Naval Cadet Powell to res- 
cus tho rnon, appeared at this time coming out under the persistent 


fire of the batteries, but brought none of the crew. A careful in- 


spection of the harbor fiom this ship showed that the Meriimac had 


been sunk in the channel. 


This aftt'iuoon the Chief of Stall' for Admiral Oerveni c-uno out 


undpi a flug of truco with a letter from tho Admiral, e\tolling tho 


bravery of the crew in an unutmal manner. I cannot mysolf too 


earnestly e\pross my appreciation of Uio conduct of Lieut. Holloa 


and the gallant crow. I voutuio to say that a moio bia\e and dniiug 


thing has not been done since Gushing blow up tho Albcirmrlf. 
Re- 


ferring to tho inspiring letter you addressed to tho ollicets at the 


beginning of tho war, T am sure you \vill oil or suitable piofob&ioual 


rewaid to Lieut. Hob&on and his companions. I must ndd that Com- 


mander J. M. Miller relinquished his command with tho very gioat- 


ost reluctance, believing ho should retain tho command under all 


circumstances. Ho, however, was finally convinced that the attempt 


of anothei person to carry out tho multitude of details ivhich hnd 
been in pioparation by Lieut. Hobson might endanger its proper ex- 
ecution. 
Theieforo, 1 took the liberty to relieve him for this reason 


only. 
There were hundreds of volunteers anxious to participate. 


There were ICO from the Iowa, nearly as many from this ship, and 
a large number from all tho other ships, officers and men alike.

"Aa soon as it wan reported that the enemy's warships wore 


sighted there wan gre.it activity at tho fort.

gan to sweep tho bay and signals wore flashed to the cruiser Minue, 


apoIiE, the auxiliary cruiser Dixie and dynamite cruiser 
Buffalo 


which arc anchored oif Old Point. 
Quarters were sounded, and the 


crows hastily prepared tho ships for action.

A Law That Punishqs Destroyeri 


of Birds. 


Vuletleii ol Warblon That Are 


olully Enumerated lui Gomli 


Under the Protection of 


the Lavr. 


John Y. Culyer, the secretary of the 


tree planting association ot New York 
city, who Is much interested in the 
preservation of song birds, says: 


"It seems an appropriate time to cal) 


the attention of the people, particularly 
those who dwell within <ihe precinct* 
of the enlarged city, to the provlsiona 
contained in the new charter, section 
1,493, title 3, chapter!!!, for the protec- 
tion of the song birds. Tho intention of 
the law is clearly defined, to guard 
these welcome visitors against Inter- 
ference of any kind, under penalties 
which make the killing, maiming or 
trapping of our feathered songster* 
a serious matter to the thoughtless vio- 
lator of the law. 


"Any bird of song is protected, but 


these are especially enumerated—the 
linnet, blue bird, yellow-hummer, yel- 
low bin!, thrush, woodpecker, catbird, 
peewee, swallow, murtin, blue jay, ori- 
ole, kildce, fcnowbird, grassblrd, gro»- 
beck, 
phocbe-bird, 
humming-bird, 


blackbird, wren, robin, meadow lark 
and starling. Many of these birds may 
be found here, or in nearby territories, 
some time during the benaon, and in re- 
sponse to any expression of solicitude 
for their welfare develop a wonderful 
trustfulness in man. 


"Birds are full of curiostiy, too, and 


this, added to the desire for food, lead« 
them to venture among our more artt 
flcial surroundings, provided the friend- 
ly shelter of a tree, a maea of shrtib- 
bery, or some more formal birdhotiB* 
or convenient nook In un outbuilding 
In at hand. If food and witter are placed 
where they can get them the birds aro 
Inclined to remain in or come often 
to the neighborhood. Of this acquired 
traetableness ono should resd again 
"Thoreau's Experiences in the Woods 
of Walden.' 


"The 
tree planting association be- 


lieves that were there no other reason 
for planting street trees than that of 
nilording a shelter for our song birdb 
It would be a sufficient one. 
The dis- 


turbance of nests and the ribbing of 
birds' eggs are naturally included in tho 
Interdictions of Hie law referred to. 


"Those of our clti/ens who have coun- 


try place* should \no\ ide for birdsuhel- 
ter within their cutates. There ar« 
many varieties of shrubs and small trees 
available for this purpose; a list will 
be furnished, If deured, by (hisassocla- 
tion. If these 
wore more gen- 


erolly planted our birds and binallei 
wild animals would greatly increase in 
cnmbeis, especially if during the year 
the lawless pothunter Is kept undei 
needed surveillance. 


"The sympathies and Interests of tha 


children should be cultivated in bohaU 
of the birds. 
The too-prevalent and 


qutto formidable beunsbooterandothei 
weapons of destruction in the hands of 
the small boy should be discouraged, 
and the study of birds, their habits, 
etc., infulcatcd. For some reason the 
destruction of life seems to have, a 
strange fascination for the small boy. 


"The interest of this association i« 


the, game OH that of every lover of the 
song bird, whose morning carol re- 
minds him of youth and of woods and 
green fields."— N. Y. Tribune.

I received your letter last evening and 


walked about two miles and_baok~to~geti 


111. I guoes you wlU wonder at that, but 
Tuesday afternoon Bowdybusb, Bundell 
and I worn detailed from our company to 
go on provost guard. There are two or 
three men from eaob company making 
27 privates, throe corporals and one ser- 
geant, n, total of SI men without tho olll- 
cur of the guard. 


Wo arc posted on what Is known as the 


Lafayette Head, the northern limit of the 
park. 
Oar duties are to stop all men In 


uniform and soo If they huvo a pass and 
It not to make them go back and soldiers 
trying to come in without a pass are put 
under urrest and another duty is to stop 
all buxater wagons from carrying any 
lemons, lemonade, pop, pies er ino creum 
Into the grounds.
